DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1. Claims 1, 4, 7 and 14 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

As per claim 1, line 17, "variably control data" should be "variable control data 55 . 

As per claim 4, line 2 5 the dependency should be "claim 2 55 only since there is no 
antecedent basis being provided in claim 1 for "the first and second memories 55 recited on line 3. 

As per claim 7, line 4, "learning storage data 55 should be "learning data 55 in order to 
provide the antecedent basis for "the learning data 55 on line 17. 

As per claim 14, line 10, the phrase "like the first transfer means does do 55 is contextually 
unclear and should be deleted. 
Appropriate correction is required.
